IMMUNITY 

The word “immunity” has 
come into common use, and it 
would seem desirable, therefore, 
that jts meaning be clearly 
understood. It is fur this rea- 
son that we are devoting. this 
article to a diseussion of im- 
munity. : 

It is a matter of common ob- 
servation that the person who 
has recovered from an attack 
of 


diseases 


one of the communicable 
does not, as arule, 
contract the disease a second 
time, It is evident that after 
recovery, the individual posses- 
ses certain powers of resistance 
to the germ of the disease from 
which he has recovered. This 
resistance is known as immun- 
ity. 


When the body is attackep 
by disease germs, certain sub- 
stances are developed which 
are the fighting forces produc- 
ed by the body to combat that 
particular These 
fighting forces defend the body 
against the germs and ayainst 
the poisons which the germs 
produced. 

The immunity present after 
recovery is due to the continu- 


disease. 


ed presence of these fighting 
forces or antibodies, which, 
because they are present, pre- 
vent the cecurence of a second 
attack of the disease. 

Immunity is specific. By 
this we mean that the fighting 
forces developed to meet the 
germs of scarlet fever give 
protection against scarlet fever 
only. Just as there is a definite 
germ responsible for each of 
the communicable diseases, so 
the antibodies produced and 
the immunity secured are for 
the one definite disease which 
has attacked the person. 

Immunity is also relative in 
the sense that it does not imply 
a definite amount of resistence, 
nor is it definite as regards the 
length of time it willlast. Two 
individuals who have recovered 
from diphtheria will be im- 
mune to diphtheria. Both pro- 
duce sufficient antibodies to re- 
sist a second attack, but one 
will likely produce more than 
the other, Immunity, in gen- 
eral, tends wear off. - It 
gradually disappears but its 
vate of disappearance is not 
uniform; when it has worn off, 
a second attack of the disease 
Inay occur, 

As stated, immunity is aec- 
quired through an attack of the |

and damage the bodies of many 
who recover from the attack,
